THE BLOOD-HORSE last week went to some pains 
to comment on the text and the significance of a 
petition ostensibly prepared by a committee of 
horsemen in Chicago regarding the attitude of 
the Illinois Racing Commission toward higher 
weights. In the light of the following communi- 
cation from the secretary of that commission, it 
looks as if we had been shadow boxing: 


Editor, THe BLoop-Horse: 

In your issue of July 2 you state that a Petition, 
signed by E. Haughton, P. Kelley, B. Creech, K. Ram- 
sey and M. Weil, was to be presented to the Senate 
Investigating Committee. 

Because one of the men named came personally to me 
and denied that he had signed any Petition, I personal- 
ly asked the others, with the exception of M. Weil. The 
other three, in addition to Haughton, stated to me per- 
sonally that they had not signed any Petition and didn't 
know of any Petition asking the Senate Investigating 
Committee to investigate the Illinois Racing Commis- 
sion on Weights or any other subject. 


In fairness to Haughton, Kelley, Creech and Ramsey, 
vou may see fit to present this statement. 


M. Weil is the owner of two horses—Tut Tut and 
Bombastic.

M. Weil, we note in Daily Racing Form, has 
admitted that he signed his own name to the 
“petition’’ and wrote in the names of the other 
four men. Thus one man represented himself as 
speaking for a majority of the horsemen at the 
Chicago track. 

The plain fact of the matter is that there is no 
majority sentiment against higher weights in 
races. When H. B. Swope sent out a question- 
naire on the subject last fall he found an over- 
whelming majority of horsemen in favor of 
higher weights. 


Artificial Insemination 


T has been a month since THE BLOOD-HORSE 


called attention to The Jockey Club's instruc- 
tions to its registrar not to “register a Thorough- 


bred foal unless it is begotten by natural service, 
although it is permitted to reinforce the natural 
service by artificial insemination on the mare 
that has been covered,” provided the artificial 
insemination takes place immediately after the 
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service. Thus far there has been no explanation, 
no justification, no modification of this rule 
which is not called a rule. 

Last week Thomas B. Cromwell, director of the 
Cromwell Bloodstock Agency at Lexington, com- 
mented on the situation, reported his efforts io 
elicit from The Jockey Club a statement. In- 
cluded in the mimeographed letter he mailed out 
to clients was the following: 


On June 21, we asked Mr. Klees: “Would you be 
kind enough to let me know the date of the original 
promulgation of the rule to which you refer? Was it 
given a number, and was it ever published in any form 
prior to its publication in the Racing Calendar of May, 
1938, page 174?"" To this, under date June 27, came the 
following reply: “Some years ago the question was 
brought before the Stewards and decided, but it was 
not deemed, at that time, necessary to formulate a spe- 
cific rule, it being referred to one of the Stewards to 
handle in a personal manner. Due to the fact that 
breeders of live stock both here and abroad are resort- 


ing more and more to artificial impregnation it was 
thought advisable, when the question was recently 


broached, to bring the matter before the Stewards of 
The Jockey Club.” 

This clarifies nothing for the breeder who, in 
two or three months, will be registering his 1938 
crop of foals. What he wants to know is whether 
he is going to have any difficulty registering the 
produce of a mare which may have been impreg- 
nated on a day when she was not covered. Is he 
obliged to make an affidavit? In case a foal ap- 
parently resulted from impregnation without cop- 
ulation is the foal actually ineligible for registra- 
tion? And if so, WHY? 

The only official printed statement on the sub- 
ject, the text of the letter of instruction to Regis- 
trar Fred J. E. Klees, set forth in THE BLoop- 
HoRsE of June 11, is ambiguous. It does not speci- 
fy that artificial impregnation must be effected 
immediately after a service rather than on a sub- 
sequent day. Yet the word has been passed orally 
that insemination, except immediately after serv- 
ice, disqualifies any resulting foal from the possi- 
bility of being registered. Further, the instruc- 
tions to the registrar apparently are meant to 
include the breeding seasons of 1937 and 1938, 
or foals of 1938 and 1939, since no specific ex- 
emption of these years is mentioned. And unless 
such an exemption is made, The Jockey Club has 
passed, in effect, an ex post facto law.

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A Trainers Diary

AY 30 TO JUNE 5. At last the stallman has 

gotten his stables rearranged and I have 
been able to move all my horses into one barn. 
What a relief! Training should be somewhat less 
complicated from now on. I breezed Sister and 
Janey their first five furlongs today and they 
went along at an even pace to complete the work 
in 1:05, and seemed to enjoy being let out a bit 
farther than usual. I have never seen things 
fresh from the farm do better in less time. Devil, 
Mattie Sue, Sentry, Dolly, and Sugar galloped. 
Peaches is in for a time with her throat, it seems. 
The glands are all becoming involved, and this 
morning I lanced the first one to swell, let out a 
lot of pus, and this lowered her temperature a de- 
gree at once. Tuesday Dolly was the only work- 
er and she went along smartly three furlongs in 
:3545 and out a half in :51. Everything else gal- 
loped except Sugar, Peaches, and Curt. 


Wednesday the track was fine, and since Dolly 
had not had a fast work nor one longer than 
three furlongs since her race June 21, I sent 
her a quick work in :12%;, :2435, :36, :4835, 1:02, 
and out six furlongs in 1:17. Sister and Janey 
worked smartly, and some seconds faster than I 
wished, but since they did it under a strong pull, 
I do not think they will be any the worse for go- 
ing a bit too fast. The fractions were :12, :24, 
736, :4835, 1:0115, 1:1545, These mares are cer- 
tainly coming to hand more quickly than I hoped 
for. David galloped, as did Mattie Sue, Lamour, 
Sentry, Scout, and Sugar. 


Lamour ran her second race today, and com- 
ing into the stretch she moved up rapidly to 
reach second place but when she appeared cer- 
tain to overhaul the leader she suddenly began 
climbing, and finished fourth. I suspected the 
cause, as her shins had looked suspicious for the 
past few days, and sure enough when I got back 
to the barn, I found her very well shin-bucked. 
Will blister her with M. A. C. tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Thursday the only workers were Sentry, Scout, 
and Sugar, which went three furlongs in :3725 
together, and Mattie Sue, which breezed a half- 
mile in :53, as a blow-out for her first start to- 
morrow. She has had plenty of six-furlong works 
and one slow mile, and should run well. 


Everything galloped Friday except Lamour, 
Peaches, and Sugar. Have a good scurf on La- 
mour’s shins, but will continue to paint them for 
some days yet. Peaches is having a terrible 
time with her throat. It is certainly swollen 
enough, and I have put a poultice on it to draw 
it to a head so that it can be opened again. She 
eats well, however, and has only a degree of 
fever. 


Mattie Sue went right to the top in her race 
today, and lasted until about the eighth-pole, 
when she tired and finished sixth. It was a good 
first effort, and I hope she will improve off the 
race. 


Saturday I sent Curt and Sentry to the gate 
to break. Sentry is not nearly so fit as Curt, but 
needs schooling in breaking, so I told Al to let

£16,548 in first monies, have placed her sire, Fel- 
stead, by Spion Kop, at the head of the sire list. 
At the close of the Ascot meeting the leading 
sires were Felstead, £18,491; Blandford, £15,856;

History Lesson 


BOUT one calendar month ago, this depart- 

ment quoted “Those who cannot remember 
history are condemned to repeat it.””. This was in 
connection with the defunct War Admiral—Sea- 
biscuit special. Last Wednesday the history was 
repeated, with slight variations, at Hollywood 
Park. The California track had a race, of sorts, 
left after Dauber was found to be unsound, but 
unless my radio was lying like a press agent 
the spectators were emitting a sound generally 
spelled “boo"”’ through most of it. Except for 
Herbert M. Woolf, Ben Jones, and Eddie Arcaro, 
it was a highly unsatisfactory performance, ana 
it left the 3-year-old championship just where it 
was. It is difficult to get away from the fact 
that high priced, highly publicized races, de- 
signed only for two or three horses, fail more 
cften than they fill, and that when such a race 
is made up, the chances are that nothing more 
than a disappointment is being prepared for the 
racing public. 

These remarks hardly apply to the Massachu- 
setts Handicap, except that it was publicized pri- 
marily as a race between War Admiral and Sea- 
biscuit, with scant regard to the other starters. 
This, as it now appears, was very much a mis- 
take. And now that Turf followers have been 
twice led up to a meeting of War Admiral and 
Seabiscuit, only to be turned away each time, it 
will take a track with a good deal of courage, or 
something, to try to sell the idea again. A plan- 
ned series of weight-for-age races, at several 
tracks, in which the two could have met in the 
general course of a campaign, might have been 
far more successful, or at least less disappointing. 


Ado in Illinois 


ITHOUT any disrespect meant to other rac- 

ing commissions, the two which have been 
most vigorous in the last three or four years have 
been those of California and Illinois. Perhaps 
it is only just to qualify this with the remark 
that the commissions in several states have had 
comparatively few serious problems and have hac 
no especial opportunity or necessity to take 
strong public action. I lost track some months 
ago of the number of Legislative investigations 
the California Horse Racing Board has _ under- 
gone, but there have been a good many. Now an 
investigation is in progress in Illinois. The peg 
chosen to hang it on is the case of J. D. Mikel, 
who was ruled off several years ago for running 
a 3-year-old for a 2-year-old. 

I make no pretense of understanding the IIli- 
nois situation thoroughly, but it is more or less 
apparent it has some very dubious factors in- 
volved. There has been a deliberate campaign 
of falsification this year, designed to imply that 
the totalizator, which the commission ordered in- 
stalled at all Chicago tracks, has hurt the pari- 
mutuel handle. Several publications, which dis- 
charge C. J. Fitz Gerald from his stewardship 
every spring, have already begun discharging 
him for 1939. And who ever heard of a sena- 
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torial investigation discovering anything except 
campaign ammunition ? 

Jumping to conclusions, it seems that on the 
one hand the efforts of the Illinois commission 
to insure honest racing have aroused the antag- 
onism of interests to whom honest racing is not 
wholly acceptable, and that on the other, the re- 
cent Horner political victory in the Horner-Kelly 
feud, has called out an attack on Governor Hor- 
ner’s appointees. 


Observations 


ACING takes a considerable shake-up this 

week. Five of the small tracks closed July 
4, Wheeling Downs, Charles Town, Lancaster 
(Ohio), Ak-Sar-Ben (Omaha), and Fairmount 
Park. On July 9 Delaware Park, Suffolk Downs, 
Agawam, and Detroit shut down. Only Rock- 
ingham Park and Thistle Down are opening July 
11. The Omaha stables probably will hop out to 
Longacres, the West Virginia group will go to 
the half-mile Maryland tracks. But there will 
be a lot of cheap horses with no place to go for 
a while. ...If there is a smarter horseman about 
he had better present himself, or honors go to 
Hal Price Headley, whose victory in the Mas- 
sachusetts Handicap was by no means his only 
success last week. Part of the recine seems to be 
that he runs his horses, when they’re fit, against 
anything on four feet. It was by application of 
this same principle that Earl Sande won the 
Santa Anita Handicap with Stagehand. The 
trouble with “Sunday” horses is that there’s so 
little Sunday racing. ... There is some discussion 
as to who signed the petition against higher 
weights in Illinois. What I could stand to know 
is who wrote it. It has a literary style not com- 
mon among practical horseman. ... War Minstrel 
has what may remain a unique record. He fin- 
ished ahead of War Admiral and Seabiscuit in 
two races, three days apart. ... The Fourth of 
July was never intended as an international cele- 
bration. But the Canadian-owned Sturdy Duke 
won the stakes at Detroit on that day, the Cana- 
dian-owned Unfailing won a stakes at Empire 
City. And the South American *Ligaroti won the 
$7,500 added event at Hollywood Park from the 
Canadian-owned Whichcee, with the French-bred 
“Frexo third.

Gambling Amendment 


The Bill of Rights Committee of New York's 
Constitutional Convention reversed itself June 16 
and decided to report out the Hirschberg amend- 
ment, which would remove the state’s constitu- 
tional ban on gambling. Previously the commit- 
tee had refused to report the bill, by a vote of 
8 to 7. 

Apparently there had been no change of atti- 
tude on the part of the committee. But when 
the same committee was reluctant to report out 
the Dunnigan bill against wire-tapping, Dunni- 
gan moved to discharge the committee from fur- 
ther consideration of the proposal, and to block 
this move the committee was forced to report 
the Dunnigan bill. Fearing similar strategy in 
the matter of the Hirschberg amendment, the 
committee will report it also. This means 
merely that the amendment will be subject to 
consideration on the floor of the convention.

Dauber and Mr. Lowe's Ghost 


HE word is being passed around in the public 

prints—it has even made its way into the 
daily newspapers—that Dauber is likely to fail as 
a sire because he comes of the Levity family. This 
opinion has been set forth by a number of exper- 
ienced Turf writers whose prestige is such that 
many of those who read may accept the matter 
as settled. It is based on the well known faci 
that while the Levity family has produced a large 
number of excellent race horses (including The 
Bard, Salvator, Luke Blackburn, Leonatus, Orna- 
ment, Ildrim, Grinstead, etc.), it has not pro- 
duced a sire which achieved more than mediocre 
success. 

This all comes from Bruce Lowe who nearly 
50 years ago set forth his theory of running and 
sire tamilies. There was never any reasonable 
basis for that theory, and it is thoroughly dis- 
credited today, but Bruce Lowe's ghost still walks 
among us though it has been slain a thousand 
times. Now it comes to haunt Dauber. 


I am not going to predict either success or 
failure for Dauber. He will take his chances, 
like any other high-class horse. But when it 
comes to condemning him because of Levity and 
Bruce Lowe I must file a demurrer. 


In the first place, Dauber is not descended in 
tail-female from Levity, but from Levity’s dam, 
which was also the dam of Vandal, sire of Vir- 
gil, sive of Hindoo, sire of Hanover. Levity’s 
dam was the ninth dam of Dauber. A few gener- 
ations further back it becomes the family of Lex- 
ington, most influential sire in the history of 
American Thoroughbred breeding. 


In the second place, the number of outstanding 
sires in each generation is so small that there are 
not enough to go around among the great pro- 
ducing families, and inevitably some family must 
fail as “a sire family.’’ But there is no justifica- 
tion for blaming an ancestress many generations 
away for the fact that it turns out that way. 


Bruce Lowe used the No. 9 family as an out- 
standing illustration of his theory that families 
retain their original characteristics as to produc- 
ing performers or progenitors. He pointed out 
that it had never produced “one really high class 
sire.” But within a few years after Mr. Lowe 
had spoken there appeared *Star Shoot, Cyllene, 
Fair Play, Dark Legend, and Dark Ronald, all 
from the No. 9 family. 

Solario, leading sire in England last year, 
comes from a family without a distinguished sire 
for 13 generations. His thirteenth dam was the 
eleventh dam of Orby. 

The family of Hurry On had gone eight gen- 
erations and a hundred years without a prom- 
inent sire. Emma, his eighth dam, was the tenth 
dam of William the Third, the seventh dam of 
Ormondale. 

The family of Lady Blanche, foaled in 1858. 
produced no prominent sire for 55 years, then 
turned out *Teddy and Gainsborough in 1913 and 
1915. 

The family of Maggie B. B. is supposedly not 
a sire family, but it produced Uncle and Whisk 
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Broom II, not to mention Haste and other horses 
which are far above the average. 

Chance Play was leading sire in 1935 and his 
brother Chance Shot had been second on the list 
the previous year, but you can go back nearly 
200 years in this family without uncovering an- 
other good sire. 

In the family of Man o’ War you must go back 
14 generations and 180 years before you come 
to the ancestress of another horse which achieved 
more than ordinary success as a sire. 

If Dauber is to fail as a sire he will have a 
better reason than the fact that his eighth dam 
was a half-sister to Levity. He strikes me as 
having as good qualifications for success as any 
horse of his age.

Sturdy Duke Wins 


One of the stakes winners during the early 
part of the Detroit meeting was Sturdy Duke, 
from the Parkwood Stable, owned by the Cana- 
dian breeder, R. S. McLaughlin.

($3,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
on July 4, was consequently given only an out- 
side chance.

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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HE current week is the closing one for Suf- 

folk Downs’ 57-day meeting, which ends 
July 9. Last Saturday, as on the previous Satur- 
day, there was no stakes event. There was none 
on Memorial Day, none on July 4. Resumption 
of the low weight rule may have had something 
to do with it, but for whatever reason there are 
few horses of stakes calibre at Suffolk Downs, 
while tracks with considerably smaller pari-mu- 
tuel averages have better horses, offer good 
stakes for their best crowds. 

As a result of this situation, the track has 
had for several weeks a falling pari-mutuel turn- 
over. At the end of the first 27 days, the aver- 
age daily handle was $420,841. At the end of the 
first 50 days, it had fallen to $386,843, despite 
the fact that Massachusetts Handicap day was 
included. Two Saturdays and the Fourth of July 
remain to be added, will probably raise this 
average slightly for the entire meeting. It is 
virtually certain that this year’s play will ex- 
ceed that of 1937, which was about $386,350 
daily, with three days less of racing. 

Agawam Park, conducting the most success- 
ful meeting of its history, also closes July 9, 
after 33 days of racing. It has offered more di- 
versified cards than Suffolk Downs, has had 
larger fields. Feature last Saturday was an $800 
overnight handicap, won by P. Andolino’s Gay 
Balko, 4-year-old Balko colt. 


Menow Beats the Champion 


Just before Seabiscuit was to go out for the 
Massachusetts Handicap ($50,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1!, miles), over a heavy and holding 
track which his connections have insisted is poor- 
ly suited to him, it was discovered that he had 
tendon trouble. Stewards demanded a report 
from two veterinarians, then permitted his with- 
drawal. Before the boos which greeted this an- 
nouncement had died away, the six-horse field 
was on the track, with Glen Riddle Farm's War 
Admiral (130) a 2-to-5 favorite, and few looked 
for anything except another hollow victory for 
the Man o’ War colt. Flying Scot (101), in with 
a feather, was regarded as a forlorn hope, but 
nothing else in the field was held at less than 
10 to 1. 

Flying Scot broke fastest, but almost im- 
mediately was passed by Hal Price Headley’s 
Menow (3-y-o0, 107), which was giving weight 
by scale to every member of the field except War 
Admiral, was getting 11 pounds by scale from 
him. Under the whip, Menow shot to the front, 
drew clear as he reached the back stretch, was 
taken under restraint. *Peligroso II was second 
at this stage, and as Flying Scot fell back War 
Admiral was a well placed third. Then Charley 
Kurtsinger placed War Admiral under pressure, 
and the Man o’ War colt moved up. He passed 
*Peligroso II, cut into Menow’s lead. It looked 
like the beginning of the irresistible run which 
had carried the Riddle ace to 11 consecutive vic- 
tories. 

Suddenly,

Nick Wall released Menow from restraint,

*Pharamond II 3-year-old began drawing away, 
and a furlong from the finish it was apparent 
that he would win as he pleased. 


Mrs. Emil 
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Denemark’'s War Minstrel (106), coming up fast, 
ran down the champion, which was now flounder- 
ing, with his almost perfect action gone. Then 
D. A. Wood's Busy K. (107), recovering from a 
slow beginning, came hard to pass them both. 
Far in front of this battle, Menow was winning 
by eight lengths with speed in reserve. The next 
three swept under the finish line almost together; 
Busy K. was second by a neck, War Minstrel 
third by a nose, War Admiral unplaced for the 
first time in his racing life. *Peligroso II and 
Flying Scot completed the field in the order 
named. Time, :2345, :481!5, 1:1325, 
1:52%;, track heavy. Stakes division, $40,550, 
$10,000, $5,000, $2,000, $1,250.

After the race it was discovered that War Ad- 
miral had grabbed his right foreleg, had inflicted 
a fairly deep but not very serious cut. But the 
injury apparently had been sustained in the 
stretch when his action broke, and when he had 
already been beaten. Only excuse for his first 
poor performance appeared to be the holding 
track, an excuse none too pleasant for those par- 
tisans who had jeered at Seabiscuit because he 
had to “carry his track with him.” There had 
been rumors that War Admiral was displaying 
some tendency to sulk, but no reports from the 
Massachusetts Handicap indicated that this was 
responsible for his defeat. 

For the winner, explanation was also in order. 
After leading most of the way in the Blue Grass 
Stakes at Keeneland, he had been caught by Bull 
Lea. Lawrin and Dauber. respectively, had run 
him down in Derby and Preakness, and a mile 
seemed definitely his limit. Yet in the Mass- 
achusetts Handicap he had run off in the stretch 
from one of the best stayers developed in recent 
years, and left him so badly beaten that two in- 
ferior horses passed him. Horsemen found the 
explanation largely in the training wisdom of 
Owner Hal Price Headley and his nephew, Duvai 
Headley. 

Menow has now started 13 times. He has won 
six races, including Champagne Stakes, Futu- 
rity, and Withers. He has been three times sec- 
ond, twice third, and has earned $130,575. Par- 
ticulars of his pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE of May 28, page 785, in connection with his 
victory in the Withers Stakes at Belmont Park. 


War Admiral's Condition 


Along with 11 other Glen Riddle Farm horses, 
War Admiral reached Saratoga Springs July 2, 
in charge of Trainer George Conway. His trainer 
said that the fore leg he cut in the Massachusetts 
Handicap was responding readily to treatment, 
that he would be fit in a week or ten days. Un- 
less he races in Arlington Park’s new weighi- 
for-age race, War Admiral’s next start will pre- 
sumably be at Saratoga, where he is entered for 
five events. 
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CALIFORNIA 
Hollywood Park 


HE first of its two big races a fiasco when 

Dauber was withdrawn, leaving Lawrin no 
worthy opposition, Hollywood Park accepted the 
disappointment philosophically, continued to of- 
fer the best summer racing the West Coast has 
seen for many years. Through the first 15 days 
of the meeting, the betting has totaled $6,873,- 
478, for a daily average turnover of $458,232, so 
the financial aspects of Lawrin’s virtual walk- 
over was not a matter for concern. California 
race-goers accepted the situation with some boo- 
ing, but with a generally better grace than 
Easterners took the scratching of Seabiscuit 
from the Massachusetts Handicap. 

A second $50,000 race will be coming up at 
Hollywood Park on July 16. The field has not 
taken shape as yet, though it seems likely that 
Indian Broom, Whichcee, Star Shadow, and 
*Frexo will be in the field. Seabiscuit is a nomi- 
nee, and after the Stars and Stripes Handicap 
at Arlington Park July 4, Owner C. S. Howard 
said his horse might be sent to California for the 
race. Lawrin is a possible starter, and there 
are enough other horses of some class on the 
Coast to make a rather good race of it. 

The race for jockey honors is also attracting 
a good deal of attention. On June 30 Johnny 
Adams set a record for the track by riding four 
winners. The following day Silvio Coucci, com- 
ing back powerfully under the high weight rule 
in effect in California, broke this day-old record, 
rode five winners. 


Los Angeles Handicap 


Bettors at Hollywood Park made A.C.T. Stock 
Farm’s Whichcee (120) favorite for the Los 
Angeles Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 1-16 miles) at Hollywood Park June 25, 
and the Whichone gelding gave them only a mo- 
ment of anxiety. With Timothy Sena in the sad- 
dle, Whichcee was away fast, went to the front 
around the first turn, and drew into a long lead. 
Approaching the far turn William Goetz’s Wood- 
berry (112) ran up to challenge, cut Whichcee’s 
lead to a head. In the stretch Woodberry began 
falling back, and Whichcee drew out again, was 
eased to the finish to win by two lengths from 
Raoul Walsh’s *Frexo (107), with E. E. Fogel- 
son’s Gray Jack (111) a head away third. The 
tiring Woodberry was fourth, followed by Advo- 
cator (110), Bill Farnsworth (115), Star Shadow 
(116), Noble Count (112), and *Plutarco (108),

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Major Austin C. Taylor, owner of A.C.T. Farm, 
bought Whichcee as a weanling in 1934, bought 
his dam with him, for a total of $1,500. Whichcee 
has started 15 times, won five races, finished sec- 
ond twice, earned $18,875. Glacee had been the 
personal mount of Col. A. R. Chaffee, who had her 
quartered at the C. V. Whitney farm when the 
sale was made. Glacee started twice at two, was 
unplaced in both. She was in foal to Blondin 
when sold, produced in 1935 the filly Glacine, 
which was once third in two starts last year. 
Whichcee was her first foal. Frappe has pro- 
duced but three other foals of racing age, includ- 
ing Icicle (Bowling Brook, Warrenton, Great 
Neck, Bonnie Brook Steeplechases) and the win- 
ner Ktwo. *Gelee also produced the winners Snow 
Maiden, Peter the Piper, Zirek, and Passing 
Show, the latter also dam of six winners. 


Lawrin's Gallop 


A duel between Woolford Farm’s Lawrin and 
Foxcatcher Farm’s Dauber seemed so far above 
the heads of other performers on the West Coast 
that only two other horses, Cleaveland Putnam’s 
Wing and Wing and Mrs. E. Voynow’s Rommy, 
were in the overnight entries for the Invitational 
American Championship Stakes ($50,000 added, 
3-year-olds, 1 1-4 miles) at Hollywood Park June 
29. But shortly before the race was to be run, 
Trainer Dick Handlen unwrapped the bandages 
from Dauber’s legs, discovered he had a “slight 
bow,” and withdrew the Pennant colt, after of- 
ficials had examined him. During the brief time 
between Carleton Burke’s public announcement 
of the withdrawal, and post time for the race, 
the crowd booed vigorously and officials of the 
track made a vain attempt to get A. A. Baroni’s 
Specify added to the field. 

When the three starters were ready, Hollywood 
Park's totalizator quoted Lawrin at 1 to 9, be- 
cause these are the shortest odds which can be 
registered on the board. Actually, he was about 
1 to 15, and the track had a minus pool, for Cali- 
fornia’s racing regulations force a payoff of at 
least 1 to10. There was $140,394 bet on the race, 
and the take-out should have been $16,847 plus 
breakage. Actually, there was only $9,957 which 
was not bet on Lawrin, so that instead of taking 
$16,847 out of the pool, the track had to add 
akout $3,000 to the pool to pay off at 1 to 10, and 
also had to pay the State $5,615, as its 4 per cent 
of the pool. 

Lawrin went away in the lead and stayed there. 
Afterward Jockey Eddie Arcaro said, “I was 
laughing all the way.” Lone challenge came 
near the head of the stretch, when Wing and 
Wing got up to the leader’s flank. Arcaro let out 
a wrap, and Lawrin sailed into a long lead, won 
by seven lengths. Wing and Wing was second by 
three and a half lengths, with Rommy last. Time, 
12535, :50, 1:1535, 1:4025, 2:04 3-5, (mew track 
record), track fast. The time was one-fifth of a 
second faster than Lawrin made winning the 
Kentucky Derby. But in the Derby the pace had 
been so stiff that Lawrin ran the last quarter- 
mile in approximately :26°%5; in the Hollywood 
race it was so slow that he could cover the last 
quarter in :24!5, and finish in a canter. Stakes 
division, $40,000, $10,000, $5,000. Immediately 
after the race it was announced that the owners 
of the three starters had agreed to accept half 
the sums which had been guaranteed by the 
management, but Monday of this week it was 
given out by the directors of the Hollywood Turf 
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Club that the “fine offer of those sportsmen” had 
been refused, that the full value of the purse as 
originally advertised would be distributed.

Arlington Park 


ICHEST of the Chicago meetings opened June 

27, as Arlington Park began a 30-day meet- 
ing. The track was heavy on opening day, but 
the weather was clear and an estimated 12,000 
persons attended. Best race of the day was the 
Inaugural Handicap, won by the *Sickle horse 
Mower, but several other interesting races were 
offered. Calumet Farm’s Galsun won an al- 
lowance race over the Turf course, his favorite 
going. One of the Milky Way Farm juveniles 
graduated at the first asking, this being the 
*Teddy colt On Location, purchased last year at 
Saratoga for $16,900. A 1'.-mile race was won 
by W. Maloney’s Play Chance, by Chance Play. 
Midkiff and Wells’ Cross Keys won a seven- 
furlong allowance race for fillies on June 28. 
Two graded handicaps made the best part of the 
June 29 card, one going to J. W. Brown's *Cohort 
filly Jewell Dorsett, the other to John Marsch’s 
Kings Blue, by Blue Larkspur. 

The track got rain and slop on June 30, had 
small fields. Calumet Farm won a 2-year-old 
allowance race with Doubt Not, by Burgoo King, 
a 3-year-old allowance event with Sickle T., got 
a second with Volo Snow in another 3-year-old 
allowance race won by J. W. Parrish’s Knee 
Deep. On July 1 Milky Way won with another 
2-year-old, Giles County, a colt by Gallant Fox. 

The Matron Stakes, won by Idle Miss, was the 
feature on the Saturday card. Some good 2- 
year-olds were out also, and French Lick Springs 
Stable’s Yale O’ Nine reasserted his superiority 
over the Western juveniles by winning by four 
lengths from a fair field. A seven-furlong sprint 
for 3-year-olds and up was won by B. P. Wood- 
son’s Leading Article. 

The class of racing being offered at Arlington 
Park can hardly fail to make the meeting a suc- 
cess, unless a sustained stretch of very bad 
weather is encountered. Illinois has held to the 
high weight rule, has better horses than states 
which have not. 


Mower Goes Well 


A capable sprinting son of *Sickle is Millsdale 
Stable’s Mower, which earned his spurs as a 3- 
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year-old by defeating the powerful Sation in the 
Fleetwing Handicap. He won no stakes last 
year, dropped down as far as the $6,000 claiming 
class. This season he returned to racing after 
six months of rest, won a clever victory in a six- 
furlong overnight handicap at Lincoln Fields. 
For the Arlington Inaugural Handicap ($3,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, seven furlongs), 
Mower (117) was made second choice to Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s entry of Genie Palatine (104) 
and Higher Cloud (116). 


Mower, with R. Finnerty in the saddle, wasted 
no time. He went to the front over the heavy 
track, drew steadily away from his field until 
in the stretch he had a three-length lead. Fin- 
nerty shook him up occasionally in the stretch, 
and Mower won by two and a half lengths from 
E. W. Duffy’s Grey Gold (109), which had been 
well up all the way. Le Mar Stock Farm's Mar- 
mara (110), making up ground in the last three 
furlongs, was third a length and a half farther 
back, followed by B. F. Christmas’ Idle Miss 
(115), a stakes winner at Suffolk Downs this 
season. The early challenger, Shining Heels 
(3-y-o, 1041.) was fifth, followed by Genie Pala- 
tine, Mountain Ridge (3-y-o, 113), Higher Cloud, 
and Gold Flag. Of these, only Mountain Ridge, 
which was third for a quarter-mile, was ever 
prominent. Time, :2325, :47, 1:134, 1:2645, 
track heavy. Stakes division, $3,690, $750, $300, 
$150.

From 31 starts, Mower has won 11 races, fin- 
ished second three times, third twice, and has 
earned $17,135. He did not race at two. In ad- 
dition to winning the Fleetwing at three, he was 
third in the Bay Shore and Capital Handicaps, 
and last year was second in the Dixie Handicap. 
He is the first foal of his dam, which did not race, 
has also produced the winners Bonny Clabber 
and Cottage Cheese. Agnes Sard also produced 
the winners Peanuts (18 wins and $96,915 and 
sire of Top Row), Foxy Agnes, Bay Agnes, and 
Maroussia, and the producers Bel Agnes (dam of 
the stakes winner Good as Gold and other win- 
ners), and Gay Agnes. She was sister to *Alphee, 
good winner and producer. Noreen Agnes won 
Earl of Chester's Welter Handicap, and also pro- 
duced Siria, dam of Serio, winner Argentine Gold 
Cup. 


Breeders’ Prizes 


It was called to Arlington Park’s official at- 
tention last week that the new early-closing con- 
ditions of the Classic placed a considerable ex- 
pense on breeders, made no provision for compen- 
sating awards. On June 30 it was announced 
that the breeder of the winner of the 1939 and 
subsequent runnings would receive $1,000, with 
$500 to the breeder of the second, $250 to the 
breeder of the third. Nominations for the 1939 
and 1940 Classic Stakes close July 15. 
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Arlington Matron Handicap 


One of the best stakes of the season for fillies 
and mares 3 years old and up is the Arlington 
Matron Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, fillies and mares, one mile), inaugurated in 
1930, revived last year after a four-year lapse. 
The 1938 renewal, on July 2, drew 14 starters, 
including most of the best fillies in training, ex- 
ceptions being Merry Lassie, which was racing 
in the Fleetwing at Empire City, and Marica, last 
year’s Matron winner, which was at Delaware 
Park. 

Favorite and winner after a fine performance 
was B. F. Christmas’ Idle Miss (118). Shining 
Heels (3-y-0, 109) made the early pace, with 
Annie Reigh (3-y-o, 110) close behind her. When 
Shining Heels dropped back, Charles S. How- 
ard’s Fair Knightess (124) was next to take the 
lead, but in the stretch she was displaced by 
J. W. Brown's Jewell Dorsett (109). While 
these two were waging a head-and-head battle, 
Idle Miss and J. Emery’s Dolly Val (3-y-0, 108) 
came up from behind. Neither had ever been 
far back after the first half-mile. They moved 
forward on the outside with Idle Miss a little in 
front of the Jean Valjean filly.

At Arlington Park on July 4 Charles S. How- 
ard’s Seabiscuit (130) saw action for the first 
time since April, when he raced to a hollow vic- 
tory at Bay Meadows. In the Stars and Stripes 
Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
11, miles), he was made an odds-on favorite. At 
the start it was Grey Gold (108) which made the 
pace, closely followed by J. B. Respess’ Main 
Man (123), while Seabiscuit, lacking early speed, 
had to be hard ridden to keep in the race. Main 
Man disposed of the *Sir Greysteel sprinter after 
a half-mile, led well into the stretch. There he

Delaware Park 


THOUGH Delaware Park belongs to no racing 
circuit, and hence has been in competition 
with New York, New England, and Illinois for 
the duration of its meeting, it has felt no scar- 
city of good horses, has been able to offer a first- 
class brand of racing. Its 28 days close July 9, 
with the Sussex Handicap as the feature. Last 
week the track’s publicity department an- 
nounced: 
This has been an especially successful and happy 
meeting from every possible angle—bigger crowds, 
keen sport, good betting, and grand weather. .. . 
There has been some rain, but rain is an inevitable 
commitment of early summer. 
Racing last week offered some _ interesting 
contests. The Monday program was featured 
by a 1 1-16-mile allowance race, won by A. C. 
Compton’s *Pharamond II colt Gerald. The 
same day Willis Sharpe Kilmer took an allow- 
ance sprint with the 3-year-old home-bred Sun 
Inplay, by *Sun Briar. Best race June 28 was 
a sprint for 3-year-old fillies, won by the favor- 
ite, Marshall Field’s Fleur du Mal, by Diavolo. 
On Wednesday W. M. Elder, whose stable has 
been doing well at Delaware Park, won a 2-year- 
old allowance race with Hardy Jim, a Sir James 
colt. The Kiimer silks succeeded again, with 
Nedayr winning a sprint from a field which in- 
cluded some older horses. Hal Price Headley, 
whose Menow was beating War Admiral at Suf- 
folk Downs the same day, won a Class C event 
with Old Nassau, 4-year-old *Pharamond II 
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gelding. The following day Mr. Headley’s for- 
tunes remained high, as he won a 2-year-old 
race with the Supremus filly Airacuda, took the 
featured event with Dah He, another of *Phara- 
mond II’s get. 

Feature of the Saturday program was the 
Kent Handicap, won unexpectedly by the Hard 
Tack colt Stormscud. The 3-year-old sprinters 
at the track got their chance in an allowance 
event, won by D. J. Sullivan’s Brown Moth, by 
Brown Bud. A 2-year-old allowance race, at 5!» 
furlongs, went to Mrs. B. F. Whitaker’s Speedy 
Booger, son of Jamestown. 


Indian River Steeplechase 


A new contender for steeplechasing honors 
emerged at Delaware Park June 29, with the run- 
ning of the Indian River Steeplechase Handicap 
($6,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, about 2! 
miles). This was F. Ambrose Clark’s Torturer 
(136), a 4-year-old from the penultimate crop of 
*Wrack. Against such experienced performers 
as *Rioter (157), Red Rain (151) and others, 
Torturer was considered to have little chance, 
even with his considerable advantage in weights. 

Ridden by J. McGovern, Torturer started slow- 
ly, fenced well. Over the eighth fence he was 
fifth, behind the pace which Ossabaw (139) was 
setting for the benefit of his stablemate, *Rioter. 
Here Torturer moved, had taken the lead at the 
next obstacle. Ossabaw lost his rider four jumps 
later, and National Anthem (140), next to chal- 
lenge, spilled Jockey H. Murdock at the fifteenth 
fence. Montpelier’s El Dorado (138) might have 
offered a serious challenge, but E. Roberts lost 
a stirrup, and Torturer went on to win by six 
lengths, with speed in reserve. El Dorador bare- 
ly saved second place by a head from Red Rain, 
which was closing well. Fifteen lengths farther 
back was *Rioter, sluggish all the way. Swim- 
along (10412) was the only other to finish.

Pressing him closely from the start was Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s Nedayr (119), but as The Chief 
fell back it was Stormscud which swept into the 
lead. Johnny Longden had been steadying him 
just behind the leaders, and he rallied willingly 
on the turn. He was taken to the outside and 
had got to the front when he was straightened 
for the drive. B. F. Whitaker's Mythical King 
(118) came up stoutly at this stage, but Storm- 
scud, under pressure to the end, won from him 
by two lengths. Nedayr was third, a length 
farther back, and The Chief was fourth, a half- 
length away. In order followed Galapas (10712), 
Jolly Tar (108), War Magic (121), Lucky Omen 
(111), and Sun Egret (111). Only the latter, 
which was well up for seven furlongs, was ever

The year’s best 3-year-old filly stakes races had 
been divided between Brookmeade Stable’s Hand- 
cuff and Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Creole Maid, 
the former beating Creole Maid badly in the 
Acorn Stakes, getting beat four lengths by her 
in the C. C. A. Oaks. The Delaware Oaks ($4,000 
added, 3-year-old fillies, 144 miles), run on July 
4 at Delaware Park, supplied a “rubber’’ meet- 
ing, left Handcuff with the decision, and as good 
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a claim as any to the leadership of her age and 
sex. 

Bransome (110) was first to begin, with Creole 
Maid (119) hard after her. Nydrie Stable’s Black

Handcuff, with Jack Westrope in the saddle, got 
away sixth, was allowed to settle into her stride 
before moving up.

Reaping Reward at Coldstream 


B. SHAFFER, who operates Coldstream 

e Farm at Lexington as trustee for his son 
and daughter, last week purchased from the 
Milky Way Farm the 4-year-old Reaping Re- 
ward, announced that the son of *Sickle would 
begin stud service next spring. There was no 
statement as to the price paid for the horse. 

Charles E. Kenney, manager of Coldstream 
Farm, stated that Reaping Reward probably 
would be bred to 20 or 25 mares his first season, 
and that only a few seasons would be available 
for outside mares. Robert McGarvey, represent- 
ing Milky Way Farm in the transaction, re- 
served a few seasons for mares owned by Milky 
Way. The horse has been at Coldstream for 
some time pending completion of the negotia- 
tions. 

Dustwhirl, dam of Reaping Reward, was 
carrying him when she was purchased, along 
with six other mares, by A. B. Hancock from 
Joseph E. Widener in 1933. Sent to Saratoga 
with the Hancock yearlings in 1935, Reaping Re- 
ward was purchased by Milky Way Farm (Mrs. 
Ethel V. Mars) for $5,000. At two he started 
15 times, won five races, including the United 
States Hotel Stakes, New England Futurity, and 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, was twice second, 
and contributed $56,965 toward making *Sickle 
the leading sire of that year. As a 3-year-old 
he started only four times. After finishing sec- 
ong to Dellor in the Trial Purse he was third to 
War Admiral and Pompoon in the Kentucky 
Derby. He won an allowance race at Washing- 
ton Park, then won the Latonia Derby, 114 miles 
in 2:0345, despite the fact that in the race he 
bowed a tendon so badly that he hobbled back 
to the stand on three legs and was never able 
to race again. 

In two seasons Reaping Reward started 19 
times, won seven races, was three times second, 
once third, earned $73,665. He was generally 
recognized as one of the best three horses of 
his year. He is by *Sickle out of Dustwhirl, by 
Sweep out of Ormonda, by Superman out of 
Princess Ormonde, by Ormondale, the Woodbine 
branch of the No. 8 family. Dustwhirl (now 
owned by Calumet Farm) is also dam of the 
stakes winner Feudal Lord and is half-sister to 
Osmand, stakes winner of 23 races and $157,975, 
and to the Champagne Stakes and Florida Derby 
winner Brevity (also by *Sickle).

Victrix Wins a Big One 


T the beginning of the present flat racing 

season in France the stable of the American 
sportsman Joseph E. Widener had a particular- 
ly promising outlook. It included Gossip, which 
had been the best 2-year-old filly of last season; 
Castel Fusano, which had possibilities of develop- 
ing into the best 33-year-old colt of the year; Vic- 
trix, which as a 3-year-old in 1937 had won the 
French St. Leger and other important races; and 
a number of other good horses. 

But Gossip met a superior filly in Feerie, win- 
ner of the French equivalents of the One Thous- 
and Guineas and Oaks, and Castel Fusano 
though he won the Prix Lupin and was made 
favorite for the French Derby, was unplaced be- 
hind Cillas. It has remained for Victrix to as- 
sure Mr. Widener of one of the most successful 
seasons for his French stable. 

Last Sunday, July 3, Victrix scored the richest 
win of his career in the Prix du President de la 
Republique at St. Cloud. Over the course of 
2,500 meters (slightly less than one mile 415 
furlongs) Victrix won by two lengths, going 
away, from Marcel Boussac’s Dadji, which last 
year had finished second in the same fixture be- 
hind Vatellor. Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s 
Asheratt, a 3-year-old, was third, a half-length 
farther back. The odds against Victrix were 26 


for 5. The victory added approximately 400,000 
francs ($11,200) to his already sizeable earn- 
ings. 


Victrix, a bay colt foaled in 1934 and bred by 
Mr. Widener in France from a mare foaled in 
America, is by *Kantar, whose first American 
foals are now yearlings, some of them catalogued 
for sale at Saratoga in August. His dam is Vic- 
tory, by Swynford out of Lineage, by Tracery 
out of Baronin, by Isinglass, next dam Baronesse 
La Fleche, by Ladas out of La Fleche. The dam 
of Victrix has had two other foals of racing age, 
the 5-year-old mare *Triumph II and the 3-year- 
old Victorious, now racing in France. A year- 
ling filly by Haste out of *Triumph II is included 
in A. B. Hancock's list of yearlings consigned to 
the Saratoga sales this year. 

Victrix won two of his five races at two and 
was third in the Grand Criterium (French Fu- 
turity, more or less). At three he won four out 
of eight, including the Prix Edgard de la Charme, 
Prix Daru, Prix La Rochette, and Prix Royal 
Oak (French St. Leger). This year, in six starts, 
he has won the Prix des Sablons, Prix d'Harcourt, 
Prix La Rochette (about 2%, miles), and Prix 
du President, finished second, giving the win- 
ner 8.8 pounds, in the Grand Prix du Tremblay, 
and fourth in the Ascot Gold Cup. His earnings, 
omitting breeders’ prizes, are about 960,000 
francs. 


Sale of Nearco 


A world’s record price for a Thoroughbred 
horse was paid last week when Martin H. Ben- 
son, formerly managing director of the London 
bookmaking firm of Douglas Stuart, paid ap- 
proximately $300,000 for the unbeaten Italian 
38-year-old Nearco after the son of Pharos had 
won the Grand Prix de Paris. Cabled dispatches 
concerning the sale gave no exact details, did 
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not state an exact sum, or whether it was paid 
in pounds sterling or Italian lira. 

Mr. Benson thus becomes the man who has 
spent more money than any one else to buy two 
horses, and the Italian partnership of Tesio and 
Incisa becomes the organization which has rea- 
lized the greatest amount of money from the 
sale of two horses. In 1934 “Duggie"’ paid the 
Maharaja of Rajpipla £50.000 (about $250,000) 
tor the Derby winner Windsor Lad, later re- 
covered nearly half of the purchase price through 
subsequent victories of the colt in the St. Leger, 
Eclipse, and other stakes. Last year Federico 
Tesio brought to France an unbeaten colt, Dona- 
tello II, by *Blenheim II, raced him in the Grand 
Prix de Paris, saw him beaten by the French 
champion Clairvoyante, and sold him to Edouard 
Esmond for a price not very definitely fixed, but 
in the neighborhood of $225,000. This year Mr. 
Tesio repeated the process, except that he won 
the Grand Prix with Nearco, sold him for a 
higher price. 

The records of high-priced horses carry one 
other instance of a $300,000 sale price, but it was 
perhaps not altogether a sale. In 1927, shortly 
after Call Boy won the Derby at Epsom Downs, 
his owner, Frank Curzon, died, and Capt. Jef- 
ferson Davis Cohn, the noted French breeder, of- 
fered £60,000 ($300,000) for the colt. Rather 
than have Call Boy leave England, Sir Harry 
Mallaby-Deeley, Mr. Curzon’s brother, bought 
him at that price. Captain Cohn later had rea- 
son to rejoice as Call Boy proved all but sterile. 

Presumably Nearco will continue racing, will 
later be retired to the Beech House Stud, a his- 
toric estate purchased a few years ago by Mr. 
Benson. (Isinglass was foaled there in 1890, 
when Harry McCalmont owned the place.) Wind- 
sor Lad was retired to stand there in 1936. Mr. 
Benson, since his acquisition of the estate near 
Newmarket, has spent lavishly to equip it for 
breeding horses and to stock it with the best 
blood available. 

In the last two years three of the champions 
of Continental Europe have been imported to 
England, Mieuxce, the outstanding French 3- 
year-old of 1936; Donatello II, probably the best 
3-year-old on the Continent in 1937, bought by 
a French breeder but standing in England; and 
Nearco—not to mention Bois Roussel, purchased 
this year before he won the English Derby. 


Foreign Notes 


Rosewell, son of Orwell and the Irish Cesare- 
witch winner Bower of Roses, won the Irish Der- 
by recently, with Golden Sovereign second, Man- 
orite third. 

Salamis, 11-year-old brother to *Sickle and 
*Pharamond II, died recently at the Meddler 
Stud in England. Salamis was unsuccessful as 
a racer, but had sired a number of winners. 

Lord Glanely, one of England’s leading Turf 
figures, was 70 years old on March 6. A number 
of his friends, in honor of the occasion, have had 
printed for private circulation a volume called 
Thirty Years on the Turf, setting forth details 
of his career since 1908, when he first took a 
major interest in racing. 

Pound Foolish and Cave Man, both owned by 
Viscount Astor, finished first and second, a head 
apart, in the 11!,-mile Princess of Wales’ Stakes 
at Newmarket June 30. Pound Foolish is by 
Blandford out of the Oaks winner Pennycome- 
quick, Cave Man is by the unbeaten Mannamead.

Mr. Kilmer's Offerings 


AST year Willis Sharpe Kilmer sent virtually 

his entire yearling crop to be sold at Sara- 
toga, and the uniformly good appearance of the 
lot attracted much attention. They averaged 
better than $3,000. This year another good crop 
is going from Court Manor to Saratoga. Buyers, 
I think, will again be impressed by the excellent 
appearance of the Kilmer horses, for Court Manor 
is one of the most thorough of American 
Thoroughbred breeding farms, all the way from 
pedigrees to mane-combs. 

For the evening of Monday, August 8, 45 year- 
lings will be catalogued under the name of W. S. 
Kilmer, and three others owned by Mr. Kilmer 
in partnership with others. Two of the partner- 
ship horses I failed to see, the colt by *Sun Briar 
out of Tonine (Mr. Kilmer and J. E. Hughes) and 
the colt by Sunador out of Friary (Mr. Kilmer 
and Stanley Shackelford), but I understand that 
the Sunador colt is very much on the type of 
“Sun Briar, his grandsire.

One of the colts, by Stimulus out of Spearmaid, 
by *Chicle, is a brother-in-blood to Clang. He is 
lighter than the usual Stimulus yearling, but 
should prove a useful racer. The grey colt by 
Jamestown out of Entrancing is compact, very 
well muscled, has plenty of size and substance. 
He is very masculine and full of energy. This 
colt should show high speed and stand much 
training. Smallest of the colts, but in many 
ways the most likable, is the dark bay son of 
“Alcazar out of Pomp and Glory, by Man o’ War, 
foaled when his dam was a 3-year-old. He is 
tough, energetic, aggressive, wiry, strong, ap- 
parently tireless, with an exceptionally straight 
hind leg. He represents the first crop of a good 
distance horse which finished second in the As- 
cot Gold Cup, but for all that he looks like de- 
veloping into a good horse early. 

Two top fillies are the chestnut by Hard Tack 
out of Oxlip and the bay by *Royal Minstrel out 
of Herd Girl. (dam of Late Date, etc.). The 
Hard Tack filly is beautifully balanced, with ex- 
cellent withers, shoulders, and legs, very impres- 
sive generally. The daughter of *Royal Minstrel 
is a little larger, is well balanced, strong, robust, 
with excellent bone and a deal of nervous energy. 
There is much quality to this one, as well as 
substance, and she has exceptionally large, clear 
eyes.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Fasig-Tipton auctions in recent years is the 
chestnut colt by Gallant Fox out of My Risk, by 
Campfire. This youngster stands about 15.1 or 
a little more, weighs about 975 pounds, is per- 
fectly balanced, smooth, clean—-good from end to 
end. There is plenty of substance, a coat with a 
high finish, indicating excellent condition, and 
splendid quality. He is exceptionally well muscled, 
has excellent, clean legs, stands and walks well. 
For those who depend on the head to give them 
a clue to a horse’s class this one will look like a 
stakes horse—as he does, in fact, no matter how 
you look at him. His picture appears on the 
front cover of this issue. 

There are two Pompey colts in the Nydrie 
group, of which I preferred the light, racy bay 
out of Tenting. The chestnut out of Durzes is 
high-headed, low-backed, strongly muscled. The 
*Jacopo—Amble colt is a very solid fellow which 
looks like training well. 

Among the three fillies the daughter of Pom- 
pey out of Fiducia is something of a standout, 
compact, very neat and feminine, with good qual- 
ity. Another good Pompey filly is the one out of 
Gallant Lady, by *Sir Gallahad III; she is sub- 
stantial, well balanced, giving promise of being 
successful at racing and as a producer.

He has a lot of quality, is quite masculine, 
stands well. I put this one down as a prospective 
stakes horse. 

The Pairbypair—Dollar Princess chestnut colt 
is smali, smooth, very strong. The Liberty Lim- 
ited—Soarer colt is long and low, well muscled, 
alert and aggressive. The *Grandace—Lady 
Wind colt is compact, stout, well set up. The son 
of Boatswain—Honeydrop is low in height but 
has a tremendous muscular and bodily develop- 
ment for his size. Jean Valjean’s son out of 
Witchbroom is another low-set, very solid one. 
The colt by Black Servant out of Baby Shoes is 
good-sized, moderately light, is not so well fin- 
ished as most of the others, but should get along. 
Another fairly light one, well set up, with good 
quality, is the colt by Jean Valjean out of Wait- 
ress. A good-sized, robust, well set up colt is 
the chestnut by Burgoo King out of Golden Trail.

There are some genuinely good 
yearlings in the small lot which has been cata- 
logued for sale on the night of August 9, and Del 
Holeman has them in superb condition. 

In all probability the highest bidding will be 
for the grand bay filly by *Bull Dog out of Run- 
away Lass. This sister to the stakes winner Top 
Dog is showy, racy, well balanced, with excellent 
feminine quality and a great deal of character. 
The only other filly in the consignment is a lighi, 
racy, smart daughter of Wise Counsellor and Wild 
Hopes. 

Among the colts there is a grand individual by 
Whiskalong out of Gabfest, a *Swift and Sure 
mare closely inbred to Popinjay. He is blocky, 
smooth, good-bodied, his general strength indi- 
cated by the development of his forearm and gas- 
kin.

ter of Man o’ War—Gilded Easel, with the power- 
ful forehand of her breed. The *Bull Dog—Deli- 
cat filly, somewhat plainer than most of the *Bull 
Dogs, is nevertheless a good strong individual, 
with a high, well muscled croup. The filly by 
Heelfly’s sire, Royal Ford, out of Gallerne, a 
three-quarters sister to Hadagal, is a sturdy grey, 
cut out to run well. She is a bit smaller than 
the other three. 


One of the smartest-looking of the colts is a 
brown by Peace Chance—Cragrose, a big, strong 
fellow, fast-looking and with a great deal of 
quality. He has good bone, a medium short can- 
non, back of moderate length, and power both in 
front and behind. He may be the best in the lot. 
La Morlaye's colt by *Royal Minstrel resembles 
Singing Wood remarkably. He stands about 15.2, 
has a great deal of scope, legs well set on. He 
has rather large, smooth joints, should stand 
training well. 

The Jean Valjean—Petite colt is very good, 
with the high powerful croup of a speedster, and 
the short back and muscular forehand of a stayer. 
Best thing to say of the Stimulus—*Glamour 
colt is that he looks like a Stimulus, with the big, 
high, powerful driving mechanism behind. He 
should weigh nearly 1,000 pounds, has good reg- 
ular action, and excellent quality for his size. 

The writer’s preference lay among these four, 
but the remaining seven colts were good indi- 
viduals. They include: 

WISE COUNSELLOR—BENEVOLENCE: Light and 
racy. with good, clean legs. *ALCAZAR—NARADA: 
Smart, speedy, standing over a lot of ground. *CO- 
HORT—DASHING WIDOW: Short-backed, clean-leg- 
ged: should stay for a distance. JACK HIGH—THIS- 
i # FLY: Moderate-sized, with a very straight hind 
leg, high powerfui croup and thigh, good shoulders. 
QUESTIONNAIRE—CACHUCA: Fair-sized, alert, ex- 
ceptionally good in front: a good walker. SUN BEAU 
—HIGHDINE: The High Time of the dam shows in 
this one, which has good shoulders and withers, rather 
long back. MATE—DO SAY: May be the largest of the 
group, though not by much. He is strong as well as 
big, with a good deal of quality, rather short back, 
clean legs, 200d bone.

Twelve colts and four fillies are in the con- 
signment to be sold by Mereworth Stud at Sara- 
toga on the evening of Friday, August 12. There 
is nothing among them which seems likely to 
reach the $20,000 which was paid for a Mere- 
worth yearling last August, but they are a good 
lot which will probably win back their collective 
purchase price several times over before they 
have finished racing. 

Seven of the colts are by Display, sire of Dis- 
covery. Among these it is not easy to choose the 
tops, but the son of Flighty Anna will come very 
near setting the pace for the consignment. He is 
medium-sized, very solid and strong, with good 
substance, good quality, well collected stance 
and regular action, and apparently has a very 
good disposition. The Martha Washington colt 
is another evenly balanced, strong, substantial 
prospect. The son of Baby Buzzard is beautifully 
finished, with the fine quality frequently seen in 
the descendants of Black Toney, his maternal 
grandsire. He will train lighter than the other 
colts. This youngster has a tiny chestnut, or 
“night-eye,’’ which is considered by some horse- 
men an indication of class. The colt out of Cher- 
ry Court should race well; he is short-coupled,

good-bodied, very strong. Vixen Lassie’s son is 
quite small, but except for his size is probably 
the cleanest, best-made horse in the entire group. 
The colt from Imaginary is big and solid, the 
son of Chalet is medium small and light, very 
well set up. 

The two sons of *Swift and Sure, out of Trip- 
along and Mad Step, are, like most of that horse's 
get, plainly finished. Mad Step’s offspring is the 
larger and more substantial, has unusually strong 
musculature. 

The colt by High Time out of Stumble, by 
*Swift and Sure, is a most impressive fellow of 
excellent conformation. The colt by Ariel out 
of Quarante is medium small, very smooth and 
evenly developed. The son of The Porter and 
Irma Labrot reminds one of his good sire, small, 
long-bodied, on short legs, very strong in the 
quarters, and already showing a well marked 
crest. 

Of the four fillies the writer liked best the 
daughter of Display and Ornate, which is good- 
sized, showy, well made generally, and possessed 
of a much sweeter disposition than some of her 
dam's previous produce. The filly by Ariel out 
of Favored is small, quick, wide-forked, and 
strong, a combination for speed. The Neddie— 
Dark Roma filly is big and rangy. The daughter 
of Display and Glacial, a little plain but well put 
together, may prove a bargain.

One on The Dogs 


In 1935 a dog racing organization put up a de- 
posit of $25,000 with the Atlantic City municipal 
government, as part payment on a lease for a 
convention hall, to be used as a dog track. The 
State Supreme Court declared the contract un- 
lawful, since dog racing is illegal in the State. 
So the dog interests wanted their money back. 
The Atlantic City authorities refused to refund 
it, on the grounds—-highly novel for a govern- 
mental organization—that a court had no au- 
thority to intervene between two parties who 
had entered into an illegal contract. 

On June 13 Circuit Judge Wilfred Jayne ruled 
that Atlantic City could keep its ill-got $25,000. 
Said Judge Jayne: 


Our courts have deemed it more protective of the 
public interest to proclaim the outlawry of such under- 
takings from the first step to the last. ... There is no 
moral efficacy to a policy that permits an adventurer 
to proceed with his unlawful undertakings until he dis- 
covers the utter futility of his efforts, and, when hope- 
less of all gain, recants and with the aid of the courts 
gets his money back.
